Treatment of skin
disrases and minor operations will
be offered without charge to those
unable to pay. Cases will be diag-
nozed and referred to dispensaries,
Follow-up work in homes will be
done by nurses,

talks on hygiene

Seventh and eighth grade boys.and
girls who have joined the hygiene
ciubs of the schools will report to
these cemtern the number -_;lf fimes
they have  taken baths and cleaned
their heads and teeth.

The purpose of these summer med-
feal inspection centers is to keep the
school medical situation well in hand
during the susmmer wvacation and to
sthinulate among the ehildren an in-
terest in health and cleanliness,
